Information Comes From Soldiers’ 
and Workmen in Wireless to 
Foreign Minister Bela Kun.

their quarters in Versailles. 
l ite Germans numbering about 175 
will take a special train to Versailles. 
After their arrival in that city, tho 
strictest precautions will he taken to 
prevent them from straying into P a r­ 
is, lest “unfortunate incidents should 
occur.” 
Premier Clemen cen u will read them 
the text of the treaty and probably 
will announce a time limit for a c ­ 
ceptance, bringing the actual crucial 
day to about May IO. 
On or about 
that date the world will see the stat© 
oi war removed and peace proclaim ­ 
ed. or the Germans may be given set - 
enty-two hours notice of a rupture of 
tin* armistice, if they refuse to sign. 
Enroute to Paris, the German de­ 
legates will be whirled toward Ver- 
aiileH through scenes of devastation 
wrought by German hands—possibly 
under direction of some of the min - 
or officials in the party. 
They wilt 
pass Liege, 
the first city 
to suffer 
t»*om Hun frightfulness; Namur and 
Maubeuge, where the doughty BeJ- 
gian> held tile Germans at bay until 
the

Arriving in Versailles, * the Ger­ 
mans will be quartered in the Hotel 
Des Reservoirs and the Hotel Petit

cidents” 
should occur. 
They will 
meet with the allied representatives 
in the Trianon palace hotel. 
Then* 
Premier Clemenceau will read them 
the text of the treaty and probably 
will announce a time limit for accep­ 
tance, bringing the actual crucial day 
down to about May 30. 
It lias been definitely determined, 
it was said, that only the actual sign­ 
ing of the treaty will take place in 
the Hall of Mirrors at the Palace.

sections, just bock of the Presby­ 
terian church and it is claimed, that 
if this line were carried on to the 
corner of Poplar street the sidewalk 
woald he much lower than the old 
grade. 
McCurdy told Hie council that so 
far as the grade was concerned, the 
line given by the city engineer was 
correct. 
He added, however, that 
no grade is the “ correct line’’ until 
it is approved by the city council. 
Ile said that on the north side of the 
street the “ How’ line” of the gutter 
is out of the way about four inches 
on the line from Walnut street to 
Central avenue, but that this was not 
a serious error and could bo easily 
remedied. 
The grade that has been 
given by the engineer on the south 
side of the same street does not con­ 
form with concrete work that was 
done several years ago which it is 
said was built under the supervision 
of W. II. 'Rights, former engineer. 
McCurdy told the council that the 
grade lines throughout the city were 
tar from uniform and that very few 
sidewalks were of the -arn** height on 
opposite sides of the street. 
Ile said 
that the sidewalk line on the north 
side of Third street might have been 
raised about three and one-half inch­ 
es beginning at the west side of the 
alley 
intersection 
and 
that 
this 
would eliminate Hie contention that 
has arisen. 
Engineer Hall said that 
he wanted the property owners to he 
satisfied and would make the change 
himself, hut would not concede that 
the new line would be the correct 
city grade. 
He asked the council if 
if would approve of the new grade 
after it was made and the member- 
told him to set the grade and the 
profile would be adopted as the offi­ 
cial grade.

SWEET POTATOES. 


Sweet potatoes are not adapted to 
growing in the extreme northern part 
of the United States, but they will 
give splendid results in a wide area 
of the Central and Southern States. 
The usual method of cultivation is 
to throw up slight ridges or beds up­ 
on which to set the plants. 
The plants or “draws” are started 
in a hotbed from potatoes that are 
carried over winter. 
It will not pay 
tho average gardener to grow his 
own plants, as he can buy them from 
a seedsman or plant grower to better 
advantage. 
The plants should be 
spaced fifteen to 
eighteen 
inches 
apart in the row, and about a pint of 
water should be poured into the hole 
around the roots of each plant be­ 
fore filling in the earth. 
This will 
give the plant a quick start and in­ 
sure its growing. 
If possible, the plants should be 
set at a time when the soil contains 
considerable moisture. 
One hundred 
plants or 125 feet of row is consid­ 
ered the smallest planting of sweet 
potatoes that should be made, and 
even a larger planting is desirable in 
order to furnish a supply for the or­ 
dinary ^family.—‘United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture.
